Poultry Lice and Mites 


lice and mites of the poultry I 
hou.*e are entirely different, although 
often spoken < f as they were the same 
creatures. 
Both of them breed intl* 
filth and damp corners of the houser. 
so that cleanliness is the gr» a test kelp 
to get rid of them. 
The lice are fount! 
on the wall*, roosts and nests of th* 
house, but spend a great deal of their 
tittie on the fowls. 
Cleanliness in the 
house and thorough whitewashing twice 
a year, in addition to the furnishing of 
dust baths for the fowls and use of in­ 
sect powder on setting hens, will, usu­ 
ally, keep the house pretty free from 
lice. The little chicks can be treated 
with a small amount of lard rubbed on 
the head arni throat an I under the 
wings. 
The mites are harder to kill and need 
more vigorous treatment. 
They visit 
the fowl* only at mealtimes, 
making 
their raids at night, and then returning 
to their hiding places. 
Kerosene emul­ 
sion gives the hest results in tigtimr 
them. 
It is made as follows: 
Shave 
a half {round laundry soap in a gallon 
of soft w ater and boil. 
Remove from 
the fire and while hot mix in two gal­ 
lons of kerosene, stirring with a {raddle 
or churning with a force pump. 
This- 
will make a thick emulsion. 
Use one 
part of this stock emulsion to ten parts 
soft w ater and apply to every portion 
of the house with a spray pump or 
whitewash brush. Give a second dose 
three or four days later, and still 
another three or four days after the 
second. 
The emulsion will kill every 
mite and louse it touches and the sec­ 
ond and third doses will get those that 
I hatch after the previous applications.

Conclusion of Successful Flight anc 


W ant to Carry Him Off the Field or 


T h e ir Shoulders. 


New York, Aug. I.—Rising from 
the ground like a giant bird and dor* 
lug through the air at express train 
speed, Henri Farman’s aeroplane, thf 
heavier than air flying machine he 
brought here from France to demon 
strate his ability to fly, made its in! 
tlal flight In this country at Brighton 
Beach. 
It rose from an 
especial^ 
prepared runway at the will of the in 
ventor and after attaining a height oi 
twenty-five feet flew straight ahea.i 
on a direct line, finally alighting with 
exquisite grace when the noted ail 
pilot diminished the motive power. 
During the brief space of time ii. 
which i he aeroplane was skimming 
over the center field of the racetrack 
the few' hundred spectators, most ol 
whom were friends of the inventor or 
rival aviators, watched the flight with 
breathless interest. The instant the 
trim looking machine landed cheero 
rent the air—cheers far more enthu 
elastic and vociferous than those ol 
a racetrack crowd. 
Farman was sur 
rounded and literally hugged by the 
jubilant aeronauts. 
Members of the 
Aero Club of American, under whose 
auspices Farman will conduct his pub 
lie flights at Brighton Beach, wanted 
to carry the successful inventor oil 
the field on their shoulders. 
Newspaper photographers crowded 
around the aeroplane to get pictures 
of the machine as It was about to 
make its first flight In America and 
it was at this moment that Farman 
decided to make another test of the 
motor before flying. 
He instructed 
his mechanics to hold fast to the aero­ 
plane while he turned on the power. 
Instantly the propeller began to re­ 
volve at the rate of 1,400 revolutions 
to the minute and a breeze equal to 
a small cyclone was created. 
The 
photographers were knocked flat and 
plastered to the ground until the pow­ 
er was turned off. 
Only 350 yards were covered in 
the air in the first flight, but a few 
minutes later Farman made another 
try and traveled 760 yards in the air. 
He could have gone much further, he

Poultry Lice and Mites 
The lice and mites of the poultry 
house are entirely different, although 
often spoken of as they were the same 
creatures. 
Both of them breed in the 
filth and damp corners of the houses, 
so that cleanliness is the greatest help 
to get rid of them. 
The lice are found 
on the walls, roosts and nests of the 
house, but spend a great deal of their 
time on the fowls. 
Cleanliness in the 
house and thorough whitewashing twice 
a year, in addition to the furnishing of 
dust baths for the fowls and use of in­ 
sect powder on setting hens, will, usu­ 
ally, keep the house pretty free from 
lice. The little chicks can he treated 
with a small amount of lard rubbed on 
the head and throat anti under the 
wings. 
The mites are harder to kill and need 
more vigorous treatment. They visit 
the fowls only at mealtimes, making 
their raids at night, and then returning 
to their hiding places. 
Kerosene emul­ 
sion gives the best results in figting 
them. 
It is made as follows: Shave 
a half pound laundry soap in a gallon 
of soft water and boil. 
Remove from 
the fire and while hot mix in two gal­ 
lons of kerosene, stirring with a paddle 
or churning with a force pump.

TWENTY 
MINERS RESCUED 


Three Others Still Entombed in a Ca­ 
nadian Coal Mine. 
Coal Creek, B. C-, Aug. I.—As the 
result of a cave in in a coal mine at 
Crow’s Nest Pass, on the Canadian 
Pacific railroad, twenty-three miners 
were 
buried 
In 
the 
workings 
of 
the 
mine.

new spapers, he is said to have ac­ 
quired a considerable fortune 
H e has 
also been something of a farm er.

On the occasion of a tour around the 
world m ade by Mr. Bryan w ithin the 
last tw o years he was treated w ith 
marked respect lu the many* countries 
which he visited. 
Japan, China, Rus­ 
sia, E ngland and continental Europe 
rendered him distinguished honor. He 
had an audience with King Edw ard. 
The lord chancellor of England com­ 
mended 
him before the interparlia­ 
mentary’ conference, which cheered his 
speech In favor of his international 
peace resolution and promptly adopt­ 
ed it. 
T his resolution did much to 
change the opinions of those w ho had 
regarded Mr. Bryan as a ranting po­ 
litical fanatic and dangerous dem a­ 
gogue. 
In fact, the idea spread that 
Mr. B ryan had become a philosopher, 
that his ideas had broadened and that 
he was no longer the radical Bryan 
of the convention of 1896.

Mr. Bryan started life as a poor 
boy, and while in the public school j 
he worked on a farm. 
All through | 
life he has been a hard w’orker and 
conscientious man. 
During his law 
studies he was connected w ith tit* 
office of Senator Lyman Trum bull and 
on completing his studies returned to 
Jacksonville 
to practice. 
H ere his 
struggles have been likened to those 
of Lincoln, under the sam e conditions 
in the sam e state. 
At first his prac­ 
tice did not am ount to much. 
Much 
of his tim e was given to speechmak- 
ing in the country districts. The man­ 
agers of every camp m eeting and 
country fair wanted young B ryan to 
talk to the crowd. 
He was fond, too, 
of frequenting a certain village gro­ 
cery store to exchange w itticism s with 
the sages of the town. 
H ere the fate 
of the nation was nightly settled, to 
he decided again when the debaters 
gathered next night around the crack­ 
er box or w hittled the benches out­ 
side. 
It was In 1887 that Mr. B ryan decid­ 
ed to go west. 
He arrived in Lincoln, 
Neb., In October of that year and be­ 
came a m em ber of the law firm of Tal­ 
bot & Bryan. 
He had known Talbot 
in Illinois, and it was he w ho had In­ 
duced him to go to Nebraska. 
Bryan 
at once attracted attention as an ora­ 
tor, but for a long time his fam e did 
not extend beyond the d istric t 
In 
1889 B ryan w rote to J. Sterling Mor­ 
ton, the Democratic nominee for con­ 
gress, afterw ard President Cleveland’s 
secretary of agriculture, asking per­ 
mission to take the stum p for him. I 
Morton had heard Bryan, and he ac­ 
cepted the offer. Morton w as defeated 
in the political revolution of th a t year 
and O’Connell, the Republican, elected 
by more than 3,000 m ajority. 
B ut the 
defeat of Morton caused the birth of 
Bryan as a political power. 
He had 
interested the people in him self by 
bls oratory, and the politicians were 
forced to take him up. 
He m ade a 
fight for the Democratic nom ination 
the next year and captured it. 
That 
was the year of the Republican slump. 
The district repudiated O’Connell and 
the McKinley tariff and gave Bryan 
its old tim e Democratic plurality of 
7,000. 
It is said the “cross of gold and 
crown of thorns” speech made Bryan 
a national figure. 
It is an unusual 
combination of luck and the Intelli­ 
gent seizing of an opportunity. 
Mr. 
Bryan had seen his chance w hen the 
Democrats 
began to tinker In the 
house w ith the tariff. 
The w ave of 
Populism then at its height had filled 
the house w ith men of mediocre abil­ 
ity. 
Among the new 
m em bers of 
merit Bryan stood pre-eminent by rea­ 
son of his intellectuality and power In 
debate. 
He became a leader, and, be­ 
ing precise In his words, graceful in 
manner, m aster of sarcasm and irony, 
he soon had a large following. 
The 
Chicago convention, full of men of 
Populistic tendency, was as gunpow ­ 
der to the fire of earnestness supplied 
by Bryan in his famous speech. 
He 
carried them off their feet, and he 
awoke to find himself famous. 
His genial disposition and kindly na­ 
ture are as often spoken of by B ryan’s 
friends as his ability and uprightness 
of character. 
His home life Is declar­ 
ed Ideal. The fam ily lives at Fairview , 
a beautiful country home, which Mr. 
Bryan insists every one shall regard 
as a farm . 
There is no pomp there. 
The fam ily is astir at 7 o’clock every 
morning and a t half past 7 sits down 
to breakfast. 
This breakfast is a hearty one. 
A ft­ 
er that the farcier-editor plunges into 
his work of the day by opening the 
mail received by free rural delivery. 
When Mrs. Bryan has finished her 
household duties she becomes a ste­ 
nographer and takes down the an­ 
swers to her husband’s letters. 
He 
then dictates to her most of his edi­ 
torials. 
The B ryans have three children— 
Ruth B ryan Leavitt, wife of an artist 
now In P aris; W illiam Jennings Bry 
an, Jr., and Miss Grace Bryan, whc 
attends 
school 
in 
Virginia. 
Mrs. 
Leavitt has tw o little children, one 
Ruth, nam ed after her m other, who 
is four, and Bryan, who is nearly 
three years old. 
These tw o are the 
two real rulers of the household. 
So­ 
cial life a t Fairview is very demo­ 
cratic. 
The family bas a great many 
friends in Lincoln, and there Is much 
visiting 
to 
and 
fro. 
The 
“farm ” 
abounds w ith attractions both bucolic 
and urban. There are plenty of horses 
and dogs and barns and crops and 
shady nooks, a library filled w ith well 
selected books and a porch w here all 
visitors are 
cordially 
received 
and 
made to feel th at they are welcome 
to a well appointed, thoroughly Am er­ 
ican home._
